Perrin Lecture

ineiilng of the R.V.C. .Music Club, 
wlilch took place yesterday afternoon 
in the Common Room of R.V.C. 

A iiovi-1 fiNiiure of tlio meeting w.'is 
tho serving of tea before the meet- 
Ins commenced, Instead of at the 
close as h us.ually Is. 'This was agrred 
by nil to be a great Improvement. 

Immediately jLfter tea .Miss .Minorva 
Porter of the M.S.P.E. rendered the 
Eccoiiaalscn In a manner pleasing to 
.all. 

Dr. Perrin then lectured on Ilce- 
thoven. lie commenced by saying iliai 
tho reason we are celebrating Hee- 
tlioven this year Is, because Heethovon 
died in March I8Ï7, exactly one hun- 
dred years ago. The older gcnerailon 
still likes lîepthovcn. bin the tnoilorn 
one ha.s very llttlo use for him, ncvcr- 
thelPMK Hpulhoven tills a w,int In the 
lives ot people.

/Perrin said that iBcclhovon only w^oto 
one opera with four overtures callecl 
the Zldeiiii. Oiio of his well-known 
oratorios is the .Mount of Olives. Uce- 
lhoven'.s Quartettes are the stand-by 
of every quartette parly. Beethoven 
is known for his fine sonbtas, but he 
w«a not the originator of their, form,

".Vover does woman occupy so 16w a 
place In ilcllon as In modern day lit- 
erature". This was an opinion stated by 
M-Iss .S ine la.sl evening in hep liunt of 
a serli'S of seven lei'twres which were 
<l-liverert in liie .\.ssci: .-i.tion Hall of 
llio Central Y. .M. C. A. under tho aus- 
pices ot the .S r ■Oeol'ge Williams Col- 
lege. 

"What arc the modern wrlter.« try- 
ing to accornpl'sTi?" .MIh.s .SInie a.slis 
herself ihi.>i (luestlon and is forced 
'ii .-iclinowlodiie thai she does not 
know. They do ;jot .seem to have 
any dcfinate goaS; they are striking 
out. cxpeKmentif g. 

Tile treatment! of wotnen li;- mod- 
ern novelists secm.s to point to some- 
thing new. In a brief resume the 
lecturer gave the attitude of writcrs 
toward wonjcn'i characters from the 
time of Dickens' 'jHnd Thackeray until 
the present day. 

Th.-u:keray and Dickens gave to 
tlieir women chaj-acters a moral .Mip- 
rcmacy— modesty and virtue — but den- 
ied them intellectual power. Meredith, 
■«Tltlng In a later period, gave to his 
^^Vmeh'~'chalractef8'' intellectual power 
as well a.s a supreme claim lo virtus. 
In the nineties of the last century the 
writers, indicating a modern tendency, 
show a cynical viewpoint Fn their 
tr»atmenl of women while the truly 
modeni wHlers, such as Audou.s Hux- 
ley. D. II. Lawrence and .James Joyce, 
show a complete dlsUhndonmont. 

That modern writers do not know- 
where to stop waji another opinion 
advanced by Mi.^ .Slme. "Almost any- 
one can begin a book but few can 
come to an end. They go on, and on, 
and on." Thus often do they promise 
much more In the boghinlng titan they 
later In tlio books siiocoed In iloing. 

Another feature .-JU-csacd w-aJK^that 
the modern wTlters arc beginning to 
thlnlc of words as toy.s In themselves: 
they arrange their words in pattdms. 
The writing Is thus without sensc-^lt 
convey., nothing. They .are throwing 
away one by one the festers of tra- 
'lltlon, and for Ihisi reason present-day 
productions* appear to lack moral .sun- 
|ion— somelhinK to liMn back on. 

James Joyce stands out as one in 
this age, having that mysterious quai- 
ity which is called genius. This author 
like Lawrence, did not come from lit- 
erary surroundings, yet to<lay he oc- 
cuiiles the limelight in European llt- 
craty circle!!. He Is a ma-stcr of lan- 
sruagca .showing clarity and beauty. We 
read his works with fascination, we 
have to go on. In this writei- .Miss 
SIme detects a resemblance to Swift,

Huropean countrle.";. 

As .N'onvay Is a sroat .-.ta - f ii ioi; 
nation, shlppliin naturally holds a hlgii 
position, and the Norwegian inorohant 
fleet Is rated among the first five -.n 
tho- world. At the present lime, how- 
ever, there Is coiislilerable unemploy- 
ment In iVorwjy and the cniigrntioii 
of young men to Canada Is being en-, 
cou raged. 

."National health insurance is a thing 
which .N'orway ha.s. ami we li;i-,e not. 
.Ml workers not isirning over a certain 
figure are obliged to take up this In- 
sur.anee, which not only looks after 
the Insured person, but his or her fam- 
ily. Including all iliildrcii uiirior fif- 
teen years of age. About half of the 
low premium i.. paid by the Individual 
whilst the remainder Is made up by 
his employer, the community and tho 
.stat«. 

The llter.atiire of the country, whilst 
very nallonali.stic in character iit not 
at all hcstlle to relations with other 
countries. The edticatlonal .system !.s 
.entirely different to that known In 
Canada. There are no foes for univer- 
sities, no compulsory lectures and no 
c.\anis .save finals. About three thou- 
sand .studcntis attend univer.sMes tliore 
most of them working at the same 
lime.

"DnrlnB the Ifltli century". .Mr. 'J'ay- 
li»r remnrKed in ihter\'leiv "llio ro- 
hust faith of many scientisLs and plii- 
losophcr.« In the nirtliod of natural :n- 
re.stlfralor.s found expression In théo- 
rie.'! of ".MechanlftnV and ".MaterlHl- 
l«m". Con.sidering that the type of me- 
inph.vslcs erected on ii prround and 
nicthoil |)urcly .«■pocuU'Ulve w:i!< in- 
dividual 10 tlio pliilosopliej- tli.u ti;iin- 
pd it, and offered no adv;iiii.as;e over 
that of .mother philosopher save self- 
conslatcncy, these men demanded that 
a theory of reality should nbovc all 
thinss rcfri' to lli.ii uhivli i> com 
Mion in the I'Xiierlenie of mankind.'
